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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 6, and 12-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The instant invention is directed to a data structure on an optical disc that controls 
playback of the disc's contents when the disc is inserted into a reproduction device. In 
particular, the data structure comprises three separate files, each containing various 
elements that create interrelationships between the three files. 

4. The closest prior art are as follows: 

5. Senoh (US Patent Pub 2003/0007780) discloses a recording medium for use in a 
trick play procedure. Like the instant invention, Senoh discloses a data structure on the 
medium that allows for determining when and where to begin playing the content stored 
thereon. Unlike the instant invention, Senoh does not disclose optical discs. Of more 
importance though, Senoh does not disclose the control of the playback upon insertion of 
the medium into the reproduction device. The indicator in Senoh only pertains to saving 
a spot in the medium to be played back later on and not upon insertion of the medium. 

6. Other related prior art have been discussed in the record of this prosecution and 
are made of record either through information disclosure statements filed by Applicant, 
or through citation by the Examiner. 

7. For at least these reasons, claims 1, 6, and 12-32 (renumbered as claims 1-23) are 
allowed.
